“ Tho great, threatening 
danger from the increase of feeble­ 
mindedness, is the frequ ency, almost 
certainty, with which it is passed from 
parent to children. 
“Tak e the f a c t ' t ha t there are over 
5,hop feeble-minded persons in Indiana 
tod iy, of whom abou t one-half ar» » 
women, and think of that in its relation 
to the other fact that 10<> feeble-minded 
women, of whom we have partial rec 
ords, are the mothers of at least 
1 if) 
feeble-minded children, and the real 
significance and danger of the situ a­ 
tion begins to be apparent.” 
He then 
gives many family histories in Indiana. 
011 e of which mu st be inserted here as 
a typical one, that ou ght to arou se my 
readers from any lethargy in regard to 
the su bject and force them to a deter­ 
mination that su ch things mu st stop, 
and becau se they mu st, they can be 
made to. 
* #* 
in one cf the Sou thern Indiana cou n­ 
ties is a family, of which from one to 
six members have been in the poor 
asylu ms at all times for probably ihirly 
and forty years. 
Many of tho members 
have died, bu t their descendants have 
always been ready to tak e their places 
n the rank s of pau perism and vice, 
it 
is impossible to secu re a complete rec­ 
ord of this family, bu t from the frag­ 
mentary history which is available 
and which inclu des probably not more 
than half the whole nu mber of mem­ 
bers, the following facts are tak en: 
Om* of the oldest of the family now liv­ 
ing was born in 1823. 
He is feeble­ 
minded. 
His first wife was feeble­ 
minded. 
Fou r children 
were 
the 
ros ilt of this marriage, two sons and ; 
tw oda lghters. All were feeble-minded. 
These children were named M ary,M ar­ 
garet. Andrew and George W ashing­ 
ton. 
The first wife died and in his old 
age this man married a second time, 
his second choice being also a feeble 
minded woman. The t wo dau ghters who 
were b >rn to tho first wife of this man 
were as I 
have said, feeble-minded. 
Hot 1 are living today and are inmates 
of the poor asylu m. 
Neither ha> ever 
married. 
Mary has borne six or seven 
children. 
Two or three have been 
dead for years and their mental con­ 
dition is not positively k nown. 
Two 
dau ghters now living are in the school 
for feeble-minded, and a son, who died 
within a !fow years,jwas feeble-minded. 
A third dau ghter is feeble-minded and 
is the wife of a feeble-minded 
man. 
They are not in the poor asylu m, bu t 
live in a neighboring cou nty, where 
they are given assistance by a town­ 
ship 
tru stee. 
This cou ple has one 
child, of whose mental condition 
I ! 
have no information. 
The other sis­ 
ter, Margaret, has a dau ghter, feeble­ 
minded and u rnarried, who work s iu 
another cou nty, and a feeble-minded 
son now in tho school for feeble-minded 
.This woman has also borne two or 
three other children now dead, bu t all 
-aid to have been feeble-minded. 
Of 
the soQ, Andrew, we have no record. 
He i» dead and probably died in you th. 1 
The >on, George Washington, married 
1 feeble-minded woman and a feeble­ 
minded son was born to them. 
George I 


\ \ asu ington afterwards-separated from 
j 
his wife ana later married a second 
m-ble-minded woman. 
Before m a r­ 
riage this woman had borne an illegit­ 
imate child by George Washington. 
Fhis child was also feeble-minded. 
It 
stou ld be remembered that nearly all 
the persons referred to in this family 
record have been du ring the whole or 
1 


passes tha t other feeble minded, illeg­ 
itimate children are not born into the 
family. 
T he bu rden u pon the tax 
payers grows greater and tho cu rse of 
feeble-mindedness 
and 
illegitimacy 
spreads. 
It mu st be apparent now to all who 
read with head and hea rt in cotnbina- 
ti m, tha t this cou ntry cannot afford to 
have this taint of preventable imbecil­ 
ity gaining stronger and stronger hold 
u pon ou r vitality. 
Broad plans, faith­ 
fu lly carried ou t. mu st be adopted else 
the evil will grow beyond ou r con­ 
trol. 
In the first place all feeble-minded 
women, du ring the child-bearing age 
shou ld be k ept in institu tions other 
than the poor asylu ms of the townships. 
Next, thou gh feeble-minded men are 
not lik ely to find wives among normal 
women, they ou ght, for their own sak e- 
and for the sak e of mak ing them pro­ 
du ctive laborers, to be gathered with 
their k ind in institu tions where the 
whole plan is for the benefit of these 
defectives and where the 
constant 
watchfu lness ah t) occu pation mak es 
work stimu lating to the feeble intel­ 
lect. 
Fu rther, we mu st pu t away all senti­ 
mental protests against these thou s­ 
ands being forced to celibacy. 
( ’eli- 
bacy is the only way to stop this self- 
mu ltiplying stream. 
T here are higher 
du ties than reprodu cing ou r k ind. The 
late war- removed ten times ten thou s­ 
and and thou sands besides from life 
and all chance to marry, yet we ad­ 
mire them for their self su rrender. 
The Catholic clergy forego marriage 
in order tha t they may be free to go 
here and there and everywhere at the 
call of sacred du ty: 
we admire them 
also. 
The highest du ty to self is to 
serve society, and we merely wish to 
call these defectives to a grander bat­ 
tle than any fou ght with weapons, a 
battle with insanity, pau perism, idio­ 
cy, illegitimacy and vice, waged by 
those who heretofore have, 
from no 
consciou s fau lt of their own, been work ­ 
ing entirely on behalf of these evils. 
Every state mu st be arou sed throu gh 
its legislatu re to tak e action, based u p­ 
on an intelligent u nderstanding of the 
whole qu estion. 
To this sacred du ty 
to genertions yet u nborn, I tru st some 
of rny readers will pledge themselves 
The qu estion of expense will solve it­ 
self, since we cannot choose whether or 
not we shall su pport the feeble-minded: 
for wo do now at expense individu ally 
gre ater than it cou ld possibly be in a 
well ordered asylu m village, with am-

and will chew it to bits u nless you 
draw it away to offer you r defenseless 
band, which he will caress as tenderly 
as if his strong, sharp teeth had su d­ 
denly lost their power to hu rt. 
We once k new a parrot who was re­ 
mark ably fond of play. She wou ld wad­ 
dle after a bit of string, lau gh and 
chu ck le when she captu red it and then 
jerk her pretty head this way and that 
tii seize her mistress’ finger in her bill, 
simply to hold it with affectionate gen­ 
tleness while coaxing for her head to be 
ru bbed. The owner of the parrot m an­ 
aged never to startle or annoy her, 
and never by any chance was she bitten 
by the bird. 
We have seen a pet animal forgive a 
great deal that he seemed to u nder­ 
stand was done to him in fu n, bu t don’t 
imagine that rou gh play is really amu s­ 
ing, boys and girls. 
If you do, you 
haven’t yet cau ght the spirit of fu n, no 
matter how mu ch you r game may di­ 
vert you .
